The following gives an insight mio 
her active and useful career: 
Mrs. Velma Henderson Stephens, 


I wife of Dr. A. IL Stephens, pastor of 
the Presbyterian church, in Bunce­ 
ton, Missouii, was born in Browns­ 
ville, Pa., the daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. J. T. A. Henderson. 
In early girlhood her parents mov­ 
ed to Missouri, where most of lier 
life was spent. After completing the 
j course in the grammar schools, she 
! graduated from 
the 
Independence 
Woman’s college, at 
Independence, 
Missouri, a Presbyterian school then 
of note in the state. After some ex­ 
perience in the schools of the coun­ 
try she was called to the chair of 
' Primary instruction in Trinity Uni­ 
versity, of 
Texas, 
now* 
located at 
: Waxahachie, the leading Presbyter­ 
ian college of the state. 
Here, she 
and her future 
husband met, 
and 
after some time of service in this 
college, she was asked to take the 
chair of History and Latin, in Eliza­ 
beth Ault Seminary, at Lexington, 
Missouri. 
At the close of her work 
in this school she and Mr. Stephens 
j were married, in the home of her 
! father at Knob Noster, he then being 
j pastor of the Presbyterian church in 
; that town, their marriage occurring 
on June 22, 1881. 
She and her husband began their 
most important life work in Seda­ 
lia, where Mr. Stephens 
organized 
the church, whose home for some 
years was the present Masonic Tem­ 
ple of this city, and after twelve 
years pastorate in Sedalia they went 
! to Chicago, organizing another Pres­ 
byterian 
church 
known 
as 
the 
j Church of Providence, where they 
I remained 
seventeen 
years. 
From 
I here Mr .Stephens was called to the 
pastorate of the Odell Avenue Pres­ 
byterian church of 
Marshall, 
Mis* 
souri, where they remained six years 
and 
from 
this 
pastorate 
to 
the 
charge of the Presbyterian church of 
the Covenant of Kansas City, where 
a stay of five years was completed 
and from there to Bunceton, where 
j they have lived for more than four 
| years. 
Mrs. Stephens was 
always 
very 
active in the work of the Presbyter­ 
ian church. Before going to Chicago 
she was for ten years the synodical 
vice president of the Synod of Mis­ 
souri 
in 
the 
womans 
missionary 
work, 
and after 
going to 
Chicago 
she was for some years tho secretary 
of the similar wrork in the Synod of 
Illinois. On the union of the Cumber­ 
land Presbyterian church with the 
Presbyterian church U. S. A., she 
was made a member of the Board 
of the Northwest of 
the 
Womans 
Missionary work of the Presbyterian 
church, where she remained in ac­ 
tive sendee until her removal from 
that city. 
During the period of her residence 
in that city she wTas on the editorial 
staff of the Sunday School literature 
of the former Cumberland Presbyter­ 
ian church, preparing the quarterlies 
for th# primary teachers. She organ­ 
ized and for twelve years conducted 
a class for women in Bible study, 
numbering fifty, which organization 
enjoyed a city wide reputation.
